Communists Tie Ser- 
geant's Hands Be- 
hind Back in Con- 
sulate Garage — Po- 
lice Rescue Him. 


BOMBAY, India, Nov. 27 (UPI) 
~—Chinese Comunists today kid- 
naped a United States Marine 
Corps sergeant attached to the 
American consulate here and 
beat him when his hands were 
tied behind his back. Indian po- 
lice rescued him five hours later. 

An Indian postman delivering 
mail to the Chinese Communist 
consulate saw Sgt. Robert Arm- 
strong of Los Angeles, Calif. be- 
ing held in the consulate garage 
and alerted both Indian authori- 
ties and the American consulate. 

A United Sttaes protest against 
the “high- handed, outrageous” 
seizure of an American citizen 
by Chinese Reds on Indian soil 
brought Indian police to the res- 
cue. The Chinese invited them 
into the consulate compound and 
willingly handed over their Amer- 
ican captive. 

Armstrong was removed to a 
home used by American consu- 
late officials, where he was un- 
der treatment for bruises inflict- 
ed in the beating. 

Recorder Sought. 


Armstrong had gone to the 
Chinese Communist consulate to 
demand the return of a tape re- 
corder taken by 2 Chinese diplo- 
mat who sought asylum in the 
United States consulate and then 
changed his mind. 

Armstrong entered the Chinese 
compound and was seized by 
“many Chinese’ who dragged 
him bodily into the garage and 
tied and beat him, Consul Gen- 
eral William J. Turner said. 

United States spokesmen said 
Chang Chein-Yuh, a member of 
the China Import-Export Corp., 
an official Chinese trade mis- 
sion, went to the consulate yes- 


statement in which he said he 
wanted refuge in the United 
States. 

Chang said he feared for his 
safety, and Armstrong was as- 
signed to guard him. 

This morning Armstrong no- 
ticed Chang walking outside the 
United States consulate build- 
ings, which are about half a mile 
from the Chinese diplomatic 
compound. 

Armstrong then noticed the 
tape recorder and the recorded 
statement made by Chang were 
missing.

In a newspaper advertisement, 
Farrington called on like-minded 
readers to join Tippers Anony- 
mous, a budding organization of 
which he is founder and presi- 
dent. 

For one dollar, members re- 
ceive wallet-size forms that en- 
able them to register a written 


complaint or compli to the 


server on the spot, The forms, 
to be left with the tip, inform 
the server that he has just 
served a member of Tippers 
Anonymous and that service was 
excellent, good, fair or poor. 

Farrington says he is not op- 
posed to tipping but felt that ‘‘its 
meaning has. been lost in the 
hurried pace of the modern 
world.” In Farrington'’s book, 
“TIPS” signifies ‘to insure 
prompt service.” 

A random sampling of opin- 
ions at restaurants here did not 
elicit overwhelming enthusiasm 
for Farrington'’s approach to tip- 
ping.

Lumber Men 
Warned by 
FHA Chief 


By EDWARD COWAN 

WASHINGTON (UP])—Federal 
Housing Commissioner Julian H. 
Zimmerman has “laid it on the 
line’’ for the national lumber 
manufacturers association. 

In a recent speech to the as- 
sociation’s convention here, Zim- 
merman warned that the indus- 
try has ‘not kept up with the 
growth in homebuilding. As far 
as FHA is concerned, he said, it 
makes n@ difference ‘whether 
America’s homes are built of 
lumber, aluminum, steel or some 
other new material.” 

“May I suggest,” he said, 
“that your problem of conserva- 
tion is going to be solved in a 
most unexpected and undesirable 
way unless you find ways and 
means of being more competi- 
tive,” 

The FHA head reminded the 
lumber men of some facts with 
which most of them were already 
painfully familiar: ‘‘Houses being 
built today are using consider- 
ably ‘less lumber than they did 
10 yeafs ago. 

“Many of the changes taking 
place in homebuilding today are 
bad news for the lumberman. 
During the past half century, 
lumber lost 70 per cent of the 
roofing market to asphalt 
shingles and other types of roof- 
ing materials. It lost about half 
the window market. Steel and 
gympsum are replacing wood 
lath. Concrete slab is replacing 
wood flooring in many instances. 
Aluminum is now challenging 
wood as siding and roofing.” 

Zimmerman reported that the 
proportion of materials going 
into a new home accounted for 
by lumbér has dropped from 63 
per cent in 1920 to about 50 per 
cent now. 

This review of the competition 
facing wood products was not 
exactly news to the lumbermen. 
They have been keenly aware 
that lumber production has hov- 
ered around the 35-36 billion 
board: feet a year since World 
War Ii, while construction gen- 
erally expanded. 

The’ association has already 
embarked on a national wood 
promotion program, with ex- 
penditure of $1,300,000 a year ap- 
proved by the convention. 

Bigger efforts to develop new 
uses for wood and new wood 
products may be in the offing. 
The association’s headquarters 
staff laid out for the delegates 
a one-year plan “‘to put wood 
ahead of its competitors in the 
race for new markets of the 
1960s.”’ ,

mately $12,500,000 a year — 10 
times the present amount—for:

Repayments to 
VA Improved 


The record of veterans in 
maintaining their mdrtgage loan 
payments was better during the 
first nine months of this year 
than a year ago, according to a 
national delinquency survey pub- 
lished by the Mortgage Bankers 
Association of America. 


Slightly higher delinquencies 
for holders of FHA insured loans 
and for conventional type 
mortgages were reported. ‘4 

VA loans one month delinquent 
were 2.05 per cent on Sept. 30 
compared with 2.06 per cent a 
year ago. For FHA loans, the 
ratio was 1.50 per cent com- 
pared with 1.45 per cent. For 
conventional type mortgages— 
those neither insured nor guar- 
anteed by government agency— 
the ratio was 1.05 per cent com- 
pared with 1.03 per cent a year 
ago. 

The survey is issued quarterly 
and covers residential mortgages 
on one to four-family units and 
includes 2,695,152 loans. Of this 
total, 1,132,648 are veterans 
loans, 1,015,980 FHA loans and 
546,524 conventional mortgages. 

In contrast to one month’s de- 
linquency, the ratios dropped 
sharply for, two and three 
months’ delinquencies. VA two 
months’ delinquencies were .46 


per cent and for three months, , 


31 per cent. FHA two months’ 
delinquencies were .31 per cent 
and three months’ were .17 per 
cent. Conventional loans two 
months delinquent were .24 per 
cent and for three months .16 
per cent.

Construction costs in the United 
States (excluding Alaska and 
Hawaii) rose 2 per cent between 
March and September of this 
year, Myron L. Matthews, man- 
ager-editor of the Dow Building 
Cost Calculator, an F. W. 
Corporation service, reports: 

This increase is an averagé 
figure based on building mat& 
rials prices and hourly wage 
data received from 144 metro- 
politan areas throughout the 
country, together with other ele- 
ments of cost such as design, 
taxes, insurance, money and 
competitive conditions. 

Commenting on construction 
cost rises, Matthews says, ‘‘Costs 
for erecting buildings now aver- 
age about 2.57 times what they 
did in 1941. Generally, it takes 
$2.57 to buy and assemble as 

many sticks and bricks and as 

much concrete and steel as $1 

did 18 years ago. This means 

that the 1941 building dollar has 

shrunk an average of 3.4 cents 
in purchasing power annually 

until now 61 of the original 100 

cents have faded away.” 

Each dollar invested in a build- 
ing in 1941, Matthews points out, 
has grown to a value of $2.57, 
minus depreciation of at least 

20 per cent. This leaves $2.06, 
a gain of $1.06 on each dollar, 
or a little less than an annual 
average of 6 per cent. The re- 
sale price of an 18-year-old 
building can be either more or 
less than the remainder value of 
the sticks and bricks. 4 

The price is determined by 
considering the economic as 
pects such as obsolescence of 
the facilities and utilities within 
the bujlding, plus changes in the 
neighborhood, as well as physi- 
cal wear and tear; this could 
raise the total deduction to 35 
per cent, Matthew states. 

This changes the $2.57 to $1.67, 
and the gain on the investment 
to an average of 3.72 cents 
yearly, 

Of the two major components 
of construction measured (ma- 
terials and labor at the site of 
construction), labor has again 
exhibited the greater strength. 
In the six months ending Oct. }, 
building material prices to build- 
ers in contractors quantities did 
not change in 72 of the 144 re- 
porting areas. Slight decreases 
were reported in 22 areas and ~ 
in 50 areas prices rose modestly, 
By contrast, labor costs rose in 
129 areas, decreased slightly in 
five weakly-organized areas and 
remained unchanged in W 
others. 

Combining material prices and 
base hourly wage rates, the Dow 
Calculator reports that there has 
been an increase in 116 of the 
144 reporting areas; no change 
in 18, and a decrease in 10. 

The Dow Building Cost Calcu- 
lator, construction cost guide

States foreign economic policies 
came when Uruguay joined with 
three Iron Curtain countries, Al- 
bania, Romania and Czechoslo- 
vakia, in sponsoring a resolution 
calling for international co-opera- 
tion in the development of the 
petroleum industry in . under- 
developed countries. Sponsor- 
ship by Uruguay was regarded 
as an important break-through 
by Communist policies in an un- 
derdeveloped area in the back- 
yard of the United States. 


For a month the problem of 
the economic development of the 
underdeveloped areas of the 
world has been under discussion 
in the United Nations. 


This subject is one of three 
main headings under which most 
of the discussions in the U.N. 
fall. The other two are colo- 
nialism and the power struggle 
between the United States and 
the Soviet Union. All three sub- 
jects are closely related. 

THE COLONIAL AREAS, and 
independent countries newly 
freed from colonialism, are poor. 
In sich areas in Asia, Africa, 
the Middle East and Latin Amer- 
ica the competition between Com- 
munism and the West is keenest. 

As Sir Charles Snow, the Brit- 
ish scientist, said recently in a 
Iocture at Cambridge University, 
“Once the trick of getting rich 
is known, as it now is, the world 
can’t survive half rich and half 
poor. ... Since the gap between 
the rich countries and the poor 
can be removed, it will be. If 
we are shortsighted, inept, in- 
capable either of good will or 
enlightened self-interest, then it 
may be removed to the accom- 
paniment of war and starvation; 
but rémoved it will be.. The 
questions are. how, and by 
whom.” 

The Russian answer, clearly 
visible in U.N. debates and in 
corridor conversations, has the 
advantage of being both cheap 
and simple. 

Politically, Russia has lined up 
solidly on the: side of the under- 
developed nations and on the 
side of the people still under 
Western colonial domination. 

Opposing the colonial powers 
in Africa, for instance, is no 
problem for Russia; these pow- 
ers, Britain, France, Belgium 
and Portugal, are all members 
of the North Atlantic ‘Treaty 
Organization. 

Economically, the Soviet posi- 
tion is equally simple. In the 
U.N., the Russians consistently 
vote in favor of economic proj- 
ects favored by the under- 
developed nations.

In the latter group he makes 
occasional use #f a spraygun to 
lay down passages of pointillist 
colors. In “The Village of Op- 
pede” these are a blending of 
pure hues to produce rock tex- 
tures, and in “Romance in Prov- 
ence’ the spatter is a thin white 
that diffuses the picture atmos- 
phere and tends to flatten the 
picture into a uniform surface. 


The use of a mechanical de- 
vice in an art form so intimately 
associated with the artist’s hand 
creates misgivings, but Pas- 
quier-Desvignes uses it with 
taste to gain a desired effect, 
and no more. The results are 
interesting but somewhat syn- 
thetic. 


In the Paris group is a particu- | 


larly pleasing “Sailboat on 
Seine,” a red boat with lacy 
white rigging against blue and 
yellow glazes. “La Seine” is a 
muted treatment of river, a 
bridge, several moored barges 
and background buildings. The 
painter displays warm feeling 
for gracious open spaces and for 
architecture.

“Never have I worked with such a dedicated staff and

You might think of Audubon activity as confined to 
birds, but the group of 35, some teachers, some Scout and 
youth leaders, some ‘‘just housewives,” also studied soil and 
geology, insects and pond life, frequently donned helmets, 
mosquito netting and boots to wade through cranberry and 
tamarack bogs. Wood working and weather forecasting were 
by-products of their study. , 


Thanks to their teachers’ summer, Ladue fifth and sixth 
graders are studying ant villages and angleworms, building 
biomes (a perfectly balanced world of plant and animal 
life sealed in a glass jar), playing games of bird and animal 
identification, reading books and studying picture maps of 
nature habitats, And being told that a naturalist traps only 
to study, not to kill. 

“We learned so much about the balance of nature at 
camp, we hardly dared kill a fly in the dining room,” 
laughed Mrs. Wiegand. 


Both Mrs. Kelley and Mrs. Wiegand returned fired with 
ambition to try to get Audubon Camp accredited for teach- 
ers, since many teachers hesitate to spend their precious 
summer time without receiving the credits necessary for ad- 
vancement. “They also hope to interest more garden clubs in 
providing more scholarships. 

Mrs. Wiegand, who confesses she knew little of nature 
“except that animals had their place and I was glad they 
stayed there,” is surprised to find herself mourning the death 
of the class centipede. She still sympathizes with the boy 
who looked at a silhouette cutout of a certain type of duck 
and said brightly, “I know. It’s a black duck.” 

By the end of the year, she’s expects he'll do better by 
Audubon than that.

What’s the answer? The TB 
germ, we have reason to believe, 
may be conquered by the body 
at times, yet some remnant of 
the germ remains lying in am- 
bush under or in some old scar. 
No test will disclose its pres- 
ence, It is not, in that dormant 
stage, contagious. But if the 
body’s defenses become weak- 
ened, then thé germ comes to 
life, and presently you have a 
full-blown active case of TB. 

This may or may not be the 
real answer, but evidence in- 
dicates it. And regardless of 
the theory, TB does break out, 
more and more frequently, 
among mature adults. So be 
forewarned, Keep checking. If 
the germ has marked you for a 
victim, discover it soon, and 
defeat it. Knowing the facts, and 
having periodic X-rays, is the 
way to be safe.

Rocke- 
feller had been seated directly 
in front of a huge’ picture of 
Nixon, and when he read his 
speech, big Nixon buttons star- 
ed him in the face from the au- 
dience. His welcome in Southern 
California had been a chilly one. 

“When it was announced that 
I was coming to California,” he 
said, “Vice President Nixon 
stated immediately, and with his 
typical graciousness, that I 
would find a warm welcome 


“Dick Nixon knew what he was 
talking about. He will certainly 
be welcome on his next 
visit to New York next month— 
as he always is when he visits 
the Empire State.” 

As those in the audience doubt- 
less recalled, Nixon was far from 
welcome when he visited New 
York during the gubernatorial 
campaign last year. Rockefeller 
dodged him for two days and 
finally met with him only when 
the avoidance became too obvi- 


Some of those who heard Rock- 
efeller speak at the University 
of Oregon may have thought he 
was talking about ‘Nixon when, 
discussing dirt in politics, he 
said. “There have been too many

felony—the assassination of an- 
other human being’s character.”

On the plane he and his small 
staff shared with reporters who 
accompanied him on the four- 
day swing through the Far West, 
Rockefeller frequently ambled 
down the aisle, stopping to chat 
with reporters, sometimes about 
policies and issues but more 
often about incidents of the trip 
or episodes in the New York 
campaign. He seemed happiest 
when recalling the day of ¢cam- 
paigning with Lefkowitz. It must 
have made a big impression on 
him, 

Part of the time he spent go- 
ing over the next speech, mak- 
ing slanting lines to mark pauses 
and stops. He rarely changed a 
word of the text but occasionally 
added a few sentences at the 
end. The speeches all had been 
written and mimeographed in 
New York. 

In his party were Mrs. Rocke- 
feller, two press secretaries, two 


stenographers, a transportation 


manager, a bodyguard and an 
osteopath who wore a derby and 
a green vest and was described 
as an old friend of the Gover- 
nor’s.
